KOW IS THE TIME TO LOOK BEYOND THE MOMENT TO IMPORTANT AND

RECENT DAYS, I AM TODAY ORDERING THE FOLLOWING ACTIONS : 

SUSPENSION OF ALL GOVERNMENT TO GOVERNMENT SALES AND 
COMMERCIAL EXPORTS OF WEAPONS. 



— SUSPENSION OF VISITS* BETWEEN U.S. AND CHINESE MILITARY 
LEADERS. 

— SYMPATHETIC REVIEW OF REQUESTS BY CHINESE STUDENTS IN THE 
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U.S. TO EXTEND THEIR STAY HERE. 



— THE OFFER OF HUMANITARIAN AND MEDICAL ASSISTANCE THROUGH THE 
RED CROSS TO THOSE INJURED DURING THE ASSAULT ON BEIJING. 
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— REVIEW OF OTHER ASPECTS OF OUR BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP AS 
EVENTS IN CHINA CONTINUE TO UNFOLD. 

THE PROCESS OF DEMOCRATIZATION OF COMMUNIST SOCIETIES WILL NOT 
BE SMOOTH. WE MUST REACT TO SETBACKS IN A WAY WHICH STIMULATES 
RATHER THAN STIFLES PROGRESS TOWARD OPEN AND REPRESENTATIVE
